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ccipts that were uniform, equal and just. 
Pocling had been found to be the best means of 
establishing reasonable rates and making them 
steady and uniform. It prevemted consolidation 
and monopoly, while unbridled competition 
produced both. He instanced the case of six 
railroad companies, which now covered the 
territory between the Potomac and the Missis- 
sippi, Ohio and the ‘gulf. The prohibition of 
their pooling arrangements would end in their 
unbridled competition and their eventual bank- 
ruptcy, and one man in New York could afford 
to pay thirty millions for a controlling 
interest in these railroads, and 
aud then carry them on as a great combination 
monopoly. The same thing would apply to 
other sections of the country. This would be, 
practically, the working ofthe system. The 
bill, if rigidly enforced, would do more than 
any other law ever passed by congress forthe 
destruction of railroad property, and for the 
impovcrishment of thousands of widows and 
crpbans, whose worldly all was invested in 
railroads. He believed that the authors and 
advocates of the bill (if it passed as it came 
from the conference committee) would have 
rbundant reason before six months to regret 
its passage. The commerec of the country 
could sot be bound  byiron claims. No 
unbending rule of transportation could promote 
its prosperity. The whole country would suf- 
fer from such unwise legislation. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, criticised the report 
of the conference committee for its ambiquity 
and indefiniteness in regard tothe most mate- 
rial portions of the bill. The great body of the 
people from whom the demand for legislation 
on this subject came, did not desire to be in- 
vited toa feast of legislative legerdemain. Leg- 
islation on the subject should be certain, specific, 
definite, unambiquous and free (in its construc- 
tion) from all reasonable doubts. While there 
wes much in the bill that was wise, reasonable 
and just, and not, in any proper sense, open to 
critiism, -he felt warranted in saying 
ihat never, in his experience, had he 
heard so many different and strangely, contra- 
cictery constructions placed upon any measure 
as t} ose placed upon the long and short haul 
section, and those contradictory constructions 
bad been placed upon it by able constitutional 
end statutery lawyers, both in and out of the 
senate, by its friends as well as its foes. He 
vei ¥ @riously doubted, and had always doubt- 
ed, whether the short and long hau!s provision 
would cheapen local freights, while, on the 
ctker hand, a vital blow would be struck by it 
at trarscontinental and through commerce, 
and also at the foreign commerce ef the coun- 
trv.

Mr. Mitchell continued his argument against 
the bill at great length. 

When he had concluded, Mr. Cnllom stated 
that there were three or four senators who de- 
sircd to speak on the bill and who had en- 
cagements forthis evening. He would not, 
therefore, ask for a vote tonight, but would do 
so before adjournment tomorrow.

THE EDMUNDSBILL. 


The Anti-Polygamy Bill Taken Up by the 
House. 

WASHINGTON, January 12.—In the house, 
the speaker announced the appointment of 
Messrs. Sk.nner, Peel and Perkins as conferees 
on the bill for the allotment land in severalty 
to Indians. 

The floor was then under special order ac- 
coided to the committee on judiciary. 

Mr. Collins, of Massachnsetts, called up the 
bill providing an additional circuit jadge in 
the second judicial circuit. Passed. 

The house then preceeded to the considera- 
tion of the Edmunds’ anti-polygamy bill, and 
the Tucker substitute therefor. 

After the reading of both measures, Mr. 
Tucker, of Virginia, stated that he would per- 
mit the debate to continue for four hours to 
be divided between the friends and opponents 
of the bill. 

Mr Bennett, of North Carolina, one of the 
signers of the minority report, considered the 
time inadequate. He would consent to it be- 
cause he could not get any more. In his 
opinion the provisions of this far-reaching 
measure were simply atrocious. 

Mr, E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, opened the debate 
in a speech in favor of the bill. He was fol- 
lowed in order by Mr. Cain, of Utah, in opposi- 
ticn, in a speech which won for him the ap- 
plause of the house. 

Mr. Fennett, Jof North Carolina, opposed 
the bill upon the ground alone that it was a 
measure of Injustice to helpless people and that 
it was in partexpost facto legislation and in 
conflict with decisions of the supreme court of 
the United States, and in violation of basic 
principles of the American government. Mr. 
Pennett also objected to it because it imposed a 
‘test oath” upon all male inhabitants of Utah. 

Messis. Reed, of Maine, and Caswell, of Wis- 
consin, supported and Mr. Randolph Tucker, 
of Virginia, closed the debate. He said he was 


confronted with a speech delivered by himself 


four or five years ago against the Edmunds 
anti-polygamy bill. ‘This}was an allusion<to 
the fact that copies of that speech had been 
distributed upon the desks of the members.” 
He sup that this speech had been brought 
forward to embarrass him, but it did not em- 
barrass him. In full and ample consideration, 
he had given the Mormon question in connec- 
tion with the pending bill, he Shad taken 
into full account the views expressed by 
him on that occasion. He then

int had been settled by the supreme 
court. e€ ys poor court had held that there 
was no right of suffrage by any inhabitant of 
the territory as there was the right of suffrage 
by a citizen ofa state. That the absolute de- 
termination of the question of government of 
the territories was inthe power of congress, 
subject to the constitution, and that whether 
man or woman shall be allowed to vote was a 
question for congress to decide. There had 
never been a question brought to the attention 
of a committee that had been examined with 
more earnest care and the committee had come 
to the conclusion that something must be done 

if the United States did not desire to 
declare that they were unable to cope with the 
question of Mormomism. The territory of the 

United States did not belong to the first little 
squad of men which come and squatted upon 
it and said: “Weare monarchs of all wesurvey.” 
It belonged to the United States and it was the 
duty of the United States to say that this ter- 
ritory should not be monopolized by any class 
of men orany church. There was no doubt 
about the power of congress in this matter. 
The bill vielated neither the letter nor spirit of 
the constitution. Though he had reported the 
bill, he would vote against it if he thought 
that there was one thing in it which trenched 
upon the conscience even of the Mormons. He 
did not care what a Mormon believed; but he 
must net put his belief into 
acts if thereby he infringed upon the rights of 
any other man. What waspolygamy? It was 
a ciime by the law of every state in Christen- 
dom. Ever since Christ interpreted the Ju- 
daic law and gave out, “Therefore shall man 
leave father aud mother and cleave unto his 
wife, and they are twain.” They “twain” and 
pot a whole bundle. [Laughter and applause. ] 

Ever since Christ uttered that sentiment all 
Christian naions had adopted monogamy. 
[Applause.] The nucleus of a nation was in 
the homes of the people—one man and one 
woman—one man having supremely none but 
her, and one woman having supremely none 
but-him. Thank God, there were such homes 
yet. [Applanse.] That was the foundatihh of 
the body politic. Without it. there would not 
be a Christian state that would be fit to live 
in. [Applause.] 

In Utah the heart ot the husband was dii- 
fused among a number. That was 
the basis of civilization that 
went out 2,000 years ago,except in Asia 
Ours was the basic principle of civilization to, 
day; that of the Mormons ancient. Could they 
be brought together? Could they lie side by 
side? Was there a man who would vote to 
admit the polygamous state of Utah into the 
union’? [cries of ‘no!’ “no!’’} hen what was 
congress to do? The gentleman from Utah 
(Cain) said:“‘Wait, if we are wrong we will 
sink.’ Butthe government wanted Utah as 
one of the states ofthe union, Why did it not 
come in? Because there were 150,000 Mor- 
mons who would establish polygamy as one of 
the institations ofthat state. It wasthe duty 
of congress to prepare Utah to come into the 
unien and prepare it by extirpating and root- 
ing out that which was alien to the genius of 
our institutions. He believed that if this bill 
were enacted into law and supplemented by 
the proposed constitutional amendment, Mor- 
monisia would go to pieces—he meant as a

| polygamous institution, and that Utah would 


be peopled by a free people and would be ready 
to come into the union. He was going out of 
public life, and if he could do anything to 
establish a proper system in this unfortunate 
territory to uproot this thing, that had 
been a blot upon its fame, and permit it 
to come into the free sisterhood of states, based 
on the idea.of Christian homes, he would feel 
that his humble public life would not be in 
vain. [Loud and long continued applause.]

THE ANTI-POLYGAMY BILL. 


of the Bill as it Passed the 


House. 

WASHINGTON, January 12.—The anti-Mor- 
mon bill as it passed the house today by the 
adoption of the Tucker substitute for the Ed- 
munds senate bill, makes the lawful husband 
or wife of any person prosecuted for bigamy, 
pelygamy or unlawful cohabitation, a compe- 
tent witness against the accused, and further 
provides for the registration of all marriages, 
making it « misdemeanor for any person to vi- 
olate the provisions relative to such registra- 
tion. Itannuls territorial laws providing for 
the identification of the votes of electors at any 
election and also alllaws conferring on terri- 
torial courts power to determine divorce cases, 
and abolishes woman suffrage in the territory 
of Utah. Penalties are presented for unlawful 
intercourse and polygamy is defined asa mar- 
riage between one person of one sex and 
more than one person of another sex and is 
declaréd to be felony. The financial tax por- 
tion, known as the “Church of Latter Day 
Saints,’ and “Perpetual Emigration Fund 
company,’ are dissolved, and the attorney gen- 
eral is directed to wind them up by process of 
court and for laws for the organization of 
the militia of the territory and the creation of 
the Nauvoo Legion are annulled, Pelyga- 
mists are made ineligible to vote and a test 
oath is prescribed to all persons desiring to 
vote, that they will obey the laws of the 
United States, and especially lawsin respect to 
the crimes defined in this and the original 
Edmunds act. ThefJ bill provides for the im- 
mediate appointment by the president of all 
judges and selectmen of county and probate 
courts and by the governor, of all justices of 
peace, sheriffs, constables and other county and 
district officers. The billas amended by the 
:doption of the substitute will be transmitted 
to the senate for the action of that body.

The Army and Pension Appropriation Bills 
and Other Matters. 

WASHINGTON, January 12.—The army ap- 
propriation bill, as reported to the senate to- 
day by Senator Allison, appropriates $23,737,- 
718, being $95,100 in excess of the appropria- 
tion made by the bill as it came frem the 
house, and $1,786,869 less than the estimates. 

The pension appropriation bill, also reported 
by Senator Allison, appropriates the same 
amount asthe house bill and contains but one 
amendment, of slight importance. Both 
these bills will probably be called up for ac- 
tion by the senate tomorrow. 

The conferees on the part of the two houses of 
congress today reached a formal agreement on 
the election count bill and expect to present 
their reports tomorrow. 
the house to the bill are substantially adopted 
by the conference,“and the principal changes 
made in the text are in the nature of more 
definite statements touching the exclusive 
right of states to determine what electoral 
returns shall be presented to congress. What 
is known as the Oates amendment was also 
accepted by the senate conferees. The effect of 
this amendment is to strike out of the senate 
bill yhe clause which allowed the president of 
ihe senate to announce the name of the suc- 
cessful candidate and confine his functions to 
the mere announcement of the vote, which will 
be regarded as sufficient to indicate the result. 

Comptroller Trenholm today presented to 
the house committee on banking and currency 
the draft of a bill appropriating one million 
dollars to reimburse —— of be ws 
man’s bank, and made an argument in su 
of the measure. He also intimated his willed 
ness to appear before the committee at its next 
meeting to explain his views regarding chan-

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‘DISCONTENTED LABOR. 


THE STRIKE ONTHE OLD DOMINION 
. LINE. 


New at Work at Newport News Uader Protec- 
tion of the Military—The Strikers Intimidating 
the Workmen—The Coal Strike at Jersey 
City and Its Bifects On Stocks. 


RicHMOND, Va., January 12.—There has been 
no riotous demonstration by strikers at New- 
port Newssince last niglit. This morning a 
train with nearly a hundred laborers from 
Albermagsle county, reached Newport News and 
went to Work moving freight under the protec- 
tion of The State guard—a colored company 
—from Richmond. During the day there 
was two hundred hands at work on the wharves, 
loading steamers for Europe. General Wick- 
ham, vicé-president of the Newport News and 
Mississippi Valley railroad company, had a talk 
with thestrikers to-day and told them that 
they ha@ stopped work without cause and 
without Botice, causinga blockade of the track 
by the cars and impeding the business of the 
company, He said, that all, with a few excep- 
tion, womld be allowed to go to work at once if 
they wi to. There wasa plenty of work 
both for them and the new hands put on this 
morning, A striker in the crowd sasd: 

“Genemal, we will not go to work one by 
one. There are three men whom if they say 
go to work, we will obey and go in a body.”’ 

General Wickham, in a positive manner: 
“There are no three men in the United States 
who can put you to work on that pier without 
my consent. Youn ought to have manhood 
enough Bot to permit any three men to influ- 
ence youto stop work and thus starve, not 
only yourselves, but your wives and children.” 

He said that tonight any man who bad stop- 
ped work would be paid every dollar due him 
and all who wanted to ceuld goto work to- 
morrow Morning. If they did not goto work 
they would be made to leave the premises. 

An aibitration committee of the Knights of 
Labor aspembly asked for a conference with 
General Wickham, but he positively refused to 
arbitrate, Some of the negroes are very iff: 
lerm, and intimate that there will be bloodshed 
tonight. Members of the police force say that 
most of them are armed with revolvers. New 
hands will be under protection of the military 
tonight. The strikers, after a long session in 
Knightsof Labor hail, determined not to go 
to work unless the railroad company acceded 
to theirdemands. The arbitration committee 
have announced that they are ready to confer 
with General Wickham whenever he sees fit to 
ask for aconference. The strikers succeeded 
this afternoon in getting twenty of the new 
hands te quit work. The strikers are quiet, 
but jubilant, and boldly assert that all the new 
hands will be with them tomorrow. There are 
no indications at present of a collision between 
the military and strikers.

A Seareity of Coal in Chicago and New

HAZLETON, Pa.,, January 12.—The executive

fective manner of rendering them assistance. 
Ou 4 plea hand a-special dispatch from 
Wilkesbarre, says: There will be no strike of 
miners in ‘Wyoming er Lehigh Valleys on ac- 
count of the dockmen’s difficulty. The fact is 
the men are all idle now, which is equal to a 
strike and what they would strike foris a mys- 
tery.

Seats in the House. 

TreEeNToN, N.J., January 12.—Two police- 
men, who exercised their authority in the as- 
sembly chamber yesterday, were arrested to- 
day, but they were at once admitted to bail, 
the object of the arrests simply being te lay 
ground for prosecutions against Governor Ab- 
bett, who directed the policemen’s action in 
ejecting from the assembly ehamber republican 
members, who intruded. upon the democratic 
caucus When the regular hour for the meeting 
of that body in legislative session arrived.

LARGE MEETING IN COOPER UNION. 
NEW YORK. 


The Fres Trade Club, of New York. Addressed by F. 
W. Dawson, of South Carolina, Henry George . 
and Mr. Dorshemier—The Position of 
the South on the Questioa, 


New YorK, January 12.—A tariff refernt 
meeting, under the auspices of the Free Trade 
club of New York, was held tonight at Cooper 
Union hall, which was filled. Mr. Everett PU 
Wheeler calied the meeting to order and pre- 
sented Jackson S. Schultz as chairman of the 
meeting. Resolutions were presented and 
adopted. They arraigned congress for refusing 
to consider the Morrison bill, condemned its 
opponents and praised itsadvocates, President 
Cleveland and Secretary Manning were lauded 
for the statesmanlike manner of presenting the 
question te congress. The country’s industries 
most needed the removal of tariff 
from raw materials, which the tariff 
prevented American laborers to compete om 
even terms with those abroad. The protec- 
tionist scheme to check the surplus by restric- 
tions and reduction of the internal revenue 
taxes on liquor and tobacco was an unjust 
evasion of the tariff question, which world re- 
lieve the people of none of the burdens under 
which they now labor. The alternative propo- 
sition advanced by the protectionists, to add 
sugar alone to the free list, should be con- 
demned now as a subtle design to block the 
way of thefree admission of raw materials. 
The wages of American labor were in no wise 
increased by the tariff. The high wages paid 
were due to superior efficiency. Congress, 
having refused to consider a general act, 
friends of tariff reform should submit specific 
bills and if those fail, the president shou'd call 
together in special session, the 50th congress te 
effect the reforms Mr. Cleveland has so ably 
advocated. 

Chairma hSchultz then introduced Editor F. 
W. Dawson, of the Charleston. S. C., News and 
Courier. Mr. Dawson was received with rounds 
of applause. In stepping to the platform he

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THIRTY DOLLARS A’DUCK 


MILLIONS OF MONEY WRAPPED 
UP IN FEATHERS. 


©elone! R. D. Locke Gives Some Interesting Figures 
As to What May Be Made Out of Poultry— , 
Figures Which Ley Cotton-Growing in eh 
the Shade—Good News for All. 
ere 

SavANNAH, January 12.—[Special.]—In view 
ef the approaching national poultry exhibition 
to be civen in Atlanta, a talk on the possibili- 
ties of poultry-farming, with Colonel R. D. 
Locke, of Macon, will be of interest. In an- 
swer to questions he said: 

“In November, 1885, Mr. Ezra Coe, of Mas- 
sachusetts, came to Chatham county and estab- 
lisheda poultry farm on the White Bluff road, 
five miles south of*this city. He brought with 
him four incubators and seventy-four Pekin 
@ucks. The incubators are of the Monarch 
patent and have a capacity of 600 eggs each. 
Up’ to December 1, 1886, during thirteen 
months, Mr. (‘oe sold over 2,000 ducks, and all! 
the product of the seventy-five ducks and 
drakes that he brought from Massachusetts. 
The lowest price for which he sold them was 
50 cents per head alive, but many were sold at 

the rate of $5 per trio, 
CHICKENS WITHOUT MOTHERS, 

“Without a hen on his farm, Mr, Coe raised 
and sold during the same period over 5,990 
chickens. Both the ducks and chickens were 
hatched in the ineuhators. The eggs from 
which the chickens were hatzhed were bought 
mainly of the grocery stores in Savannah. 
Many of the eggs so procured were of course 
not fertile and only about forty per cent of 
them hatched. Of the duck eggs, allof which 
were laid on Mr. Coe’s farm, about 85 per cent 
of the fertile ones hatched. As soon as the 
ducklings and chicks are out ofthe shell they 
are placed in the Jower part of the incubator to 
dry and are not fed until they are 36 hours 
eid, During = that time they 
nourished by absorption ofthe yolk of the 
eges with which they are well saturated when 
they break through the shell. After thirty- 
six hours they are taken from the incubators 
and-placed in artificial breoders which are 
heated by kerosene lamps, and for two days are 
fed npon the yolk of the infertife eggs boiled 
exceedingly hard, then for a week fed 
on bread and cracker crambs, with a little fine 
grit mixed in, then scalded meal and meat 
scraps ground fine with onions chopped fine 
are given, and finally, small grain, and any 
kind of coarser food, including such green stuff 
as fowls will eat. are given, when at the age 
of six weeks the larger chickens are ready for 
market. Theducks are ready for market at 
the ave of eight weeks. After they are seyv- 
eral weeks o!d the ducks are given more soft 
food than thechicks, Boiled sweet potitoes 
are liberally fed to the ducks. 

“In connection with the brooders are sina! 
runs or vards, in which the young fowls cin 
také ample exercise. 

CHE INDUSTRY RENEWED. 

“During the past two years I have givens 
good manv leisure hours to an investigation of 
the poultry and egg iadustry of the United 
States, which now amounts ip dollars to more 
than twice that of the cotton crop. This large 
crop of poultry and eggs is not only consumed 
at home, but the United States imports (33,090,- 
#00) three million dollars worth of eggs annu 
ally. During the past year, while temporariiv 
residing in Savannah, I frequently visited Mr. 
Coe’s poultry farm, and from what I have seen 
am fully satisfied that poultry farming in 
Georgia can be made to pay handsomely. Mr 
(oe has got a good thing of it, but’ being a lii 
tle selfish he don’t want the publie to know i-*. 
i think he wants to make his fortune before the 
Georgia crackers find out how well poultry 
farming, with the aid of artificial hatchers and 
brooders will pay. While it is difficult to ob- 
tain any information from Mr. Cve about his 
enterprise, I will say that he deals on the 
sqnare with those who transact business with 
him. By frequent visitsto his farm, and per- 
sistent questioning, I have learned a good deal 
about Mr. Coe’s snecess during his first year in 
Creorgia. ‘The Pekin ducks of which Mr. Coo's 
farm is stocked isa breed that was imported 
from China in Js74. They are uniform in ¢9l- 
«x, being snow white, and when grown are 
nearty as large as geese. They can be made 
profitable without giving them access to ponds 
or water in which to swim as has been demon- 
strated by ALr. Coe. 

“While theyare supplied with fine wings they 
sre not flyers and can be easily confined, as 
they wil! not cross a fence fifteen inches high. 
To show the possibilities of the Pekin 
duck, I will relate the experience of Mr. 
James Rankin, of South Easton, Mass., in rais- 
ing them during the year 1885. By the way, 
Rankin is the inventor of the Monarch inecu- 
bator, and is a brother-in-law of Mr. Coe, about 
whose farm we have been talking. 

HIGHLY SUCCESSFUL WORK. 

“During i885, Mr. Rankin, on his poultry 
farm. at South Easton, Mass., made a clear 
profit of over #45 upon the product of each 
laying fuck. He had thirty-five laying ducks 
that. laid an average of 140 eggs, making 4,90) 
eggs From those eggs, which were set in his 
imeubators, he raised 3,000 ducklings to-the age 
of «ight and ten weeks, when he put them in 
the Boston market, dressed (the feathers pay- 
ing for the dressing), and received from 
eighteen tothirty cents perpound. The duck- 
ings dressed weighed from three and one-half 
to four pounds apiece. The average price per 
pound was twenty-two cents. Patting the 
ducka at the lowest weight, three and one-half 
pounds—then at the average price 
received, twenty-two cents, each duck brought 
seventy-seven cents, which is not an unreason- 
able price in a market where for several 
months of the year chickens for broiling readi- 
ly command $1.50 per pair. But there were 
3,000 ducks or ducklings sold at an average of 
seventy-seven cents a piece, aggregating 52,310. 
The expense Mr, Rankin ineurred in raising 
and marketing this crop of ducks was about 

700, The expenses deducted from the gross 
receipts leaves him a clear profit of over $1,60, 
er over $45 clear profit upon the product of 
each Jaying duck. 

“During my investigation of the poultry in- 
dustry of the United States, I learned of Mr. 
Rankin’s success with the Pekin duck about 
the time Mr. Coe located his poultry farm in 
Georgia, and I determined to watch his ecnter- 
prise. I am satisfied that Mr. Coe, during the 
year 18%, reaped a clear profit of at least thir- 
ty dollars upon the product of each of his lay” 
ing ducks. 

“The flesh of the Pekin ducks at the age of 
¥. 10 and 12 weeks is of course: tender, and 
when fatisjuicy, and being tender, fat and 
juicy, makes a most palatable dish when roast. 
There will doubtless be Pekin ducks on exhi- 
bition at the National Poultry and Bench 
— which opens in Atlanta on the 15th in- 
stant.’

Resolved 2; That this board, as one of the parts 
of which council is the whole, will aid and assis! 
in: the work by adding for itself one or more repre- 
sentatives to a municipal delegation that may be

Now is the Time. 

There is one fact that Brother Watterson 
ought to bear in mind with respect to the 
internal revenue tax—namely, thatthe law 
under which it is colected is foreign and 
Obnoxious to the American system.

The public sentiment of 
the country is unanimous in favor of such 
action, The people of Georgia, through 
their legislature, have frequently called on 
congress to bring about this most desirable 
revenue reform, and it seems to us that the 
Georgia representatives in Washington could 
not more consistently recommend themselves 
to the favor of their people than by urging 
the repeal of the whole internal revenue 
system.

The death of the earl of Iddesleigh will 
shock the public, coming as it does at a 
time when the earl was looming up as a 
factor of discord in British politics.

A Strong Editorial From Harper's 
Weekly. 

The impression made by Mr. Grady’s New 
England speech is deepened and confirmed 
as it is more fully discussed.~ It has become 
a national theme and has evoked some 
strong and noble utterances. Among the 
most significant of these is the following 
leading editorial from Harper’s Weekly, 
which cannot fail to have great influence on 


northern sentiment. 

The speech of Mr. Grady at the New England 
dinner has made the orater famous. Already he 
has been mentioned as a proper candidate for the 
vice-presidency, and an e1)thusiastic paper in (;cor- 
gia declares that Cleveland and Grady “would 
sweep the south like a whirlwind.” The signifi- 
cance of such a remark is not its enthusiasm, but 
the fact that it implies so complete and cordial au 
acceptance of the speech as an expression of south- 
ern sentiment. In this view also the warm ap- 
proval which has been expressed not only in the 
public meeting which welcomed the orator home, 
butin the reports from Louisiana. Virginia and 
Tennessee, is exceedingly pleasant. 

The burden of the speech was very simple. The 
war is over, and its final decision isaccepted with- 
out demur. The southern states are at work and 
are already prospering. They do not regret slavery 
nor are they plotting its restoration. They adapt 
themselves to the changed conditions, and while 
they fought as bravely and as honestly as any states 
ever fought, they acknowledge that their defeat 
was a benefit; but they justly hold that the heroism 
and sincerity of conviction of the fight, with the 
general devastation of their section, the awful loss 
of life, and the total overthrow of the social and 
industrial system, followed by the energy and dili- 
sence of recuperation, and the total freedom from 
a vindictive and. revengeful spirit, challenge as 
hearty and honorable a recognition, and a treat- 
ment not of suspicion and apprehension, but of 
the most friendly co-operation, 

This was the speech, spoken with impassioned 
eloquence, and its lofty and magnanimous chal- 
lenge must be accepted in its own spirit. That 
does not mean that human nature is to be ignored 
and history forgotten, but simply that we shal per- 
ceive the change as they do, and look forward in- 
siead of backward, and not act as if ‘‘the south’ 
of slavery and disunion and hatred of ‘the north,” 
andoutraging and hanging of abolitionists, and 
blacklisting of northern merchants who did not 
sell their principles, and all the rest of ‘‘the south” 
from 1850 to 1860, were ‘‘the south’’ of emancipa- 
tion, and secession settled forever, and free schools, 
and active industry, and generous and sincere pa- 
triotism—'‘the new south” of Mr. Grady andof 180. 
It does not. mean that we are to be indifferent to 
tampering with the political rights of citizens in 
Georgia any more than in Indiana. Intimidation 
at the polls in Mississippi is an offense against the 
whole country as creat as the wholesale buying of 
votes in Qhio. Whatever the remedies we can ap- 
ply are to be applied in bot cases. But weare to 
be honest enough to acknowledge that to carry In- 
diana by the fraud of ‘‘soap”’ isas flagranta crime 
as tO carry South Carolina by the fraud of counting 
out. To receive the handoff amityin the spirit in 
which it is offered by Mr. Grady means no surren- 
der of prigciple or of purpose, but the renunciation 
of mere prejudice and of blinding tradition, which 
are not angels of peace but demons of discord, 


A Vigorous Ohl Man. 
Bismarck is aman of iron, His speech 
insupport of the army bill .fairly pulsed 
with aggressive vigor. It was characterized 


‘by the wisdom of age and the fire of youth. 


The portion of the speech devoted to Ger- 
nany’s relations with France outlined the 
situation so clearly that it is difficult to see 
how a reply can be made by the opponents 
of the bill. The veteran statesman adheres 
to his early belief that a nation’s might is 
its chief protection. Germany has no tefap- 
tation to attack France because she is still 
enjoying the fruits of her conquest. But 
France is urged on by hereditary enmity, 
the humiliation of defeat and the desire to 
recover her lost-provinces to undertake a war 
with Germany at the first favorable oppor- 
tunity. 

Bismarck’s knowledge of human nature 
has taught him that permanent peace can- 
not be secured by cultivating friendly rela- 
tion with an enemy that is spoiling for a 
fight. 
arms is to rely upon the moral 
superior armament. 

Here we have the old blood and iron poli- 
cy utilized in the interests of peace. [5 is 
by no means a new feature in statesmanship, 
but the reichstag never heard it more forci- 
bly and ably presented than when the old 
chancellor spoke in the name of his sovereign 
and the empire.

WHIPPED TO D a 
The Fate of a Prisoner Who 
’ 


Owed a Board 
Bill in Arkansas. 

Littte Rock, Ark., January 12—In the 
year 1883, Alfred Werner had charge of the 
convict farm in Deshay county, Ark, Under 
the laws of the state minor criminals are com- 
pelled to work out the fines imposed in justices’ 
courts, and a large number were sent to the 
faim from Deshay county, amohg whom was 
William Sharp. Sharpwas an gag 
man and had _ but recently come 
into the state from Illinois, with the intention 
of locating on government land and esta)list- 
ing &@ home for himself, and becoming a per- 
manent resident of the state. He poarded 
with a widow whilst selecting a location, and 
having absented himself from his boarding 
place for some days a constable got out a war- 
rant, charging him with having obtained 
money under false pretenses. The woman 
claims this was done without her knowledge 
orconsent. Sharp was arrested and a fine 
imposed, which, together with the 
costs was more than he wag able to pay, amd he 
was senttothe faimto work out his fine, 
Sharp was a machinest and unskilled ‘in farm 
laborofapy kind, cspecially cotton picking, 
the work he was doing, and as the weather 
wascold his hands cramped so he could not 
work. He told Werner he could not do the 
work, and begged to be allowed to leaye his 
trunk as security for his fine until he could 
procure employment at his trade, when he 
would send the money. This Werner refused 
to do, and informed Sharp unless he worked 
better and kept up with the other Wands he 
would have to suffer the penalty, which was a 
whipping: and finding that he did not keep up, 
ordered two negroes to take him to the woods 
and whip him, which they did. When they 
returned, the man, feeling his manhood had 
been outraged, and suffering from the indigni- 
lies of the lash,and knowing himself unable to 
do the work. refused to do it. 

Werner ordered the whipping to be repeated, 
and when the inhuman wretches had tinished 
their work they found their victim in a dying 
condition. Alarmed at what they had done, 
and fearing the law. they took him to the 
place where he bad been boarding and told the 
Wowan that they had found him in that condi- 
tion. and asked her to care for him. The man 
Was unconscious when brought into the house 
and remained so-until his death, which ve- 
curred the same night. 

The negroes had come to the house fre- 
quently during the night, and made inyuiries 
as to his condition, and when they found he 
Was-dead, they, with Werner, took the body 
and buried it. 

The woman in caring for Sharp noticed 
blocd on his clothing, and upon examining 
found the body covered with long, deep 
gashes, which she believed to have been in- 
Hicted with a large, heavy whip. She in 
formed the authorities, and the body was ex- 
humed and found to be as she had stated. A 
party of men immediately started in pur- 
suit and overtook the murderers just as they 
were getting en board a boat. A halt was or- 
dered, and not complying, they were fired into 
and one of the negroes so badly wounded that 
he died in a few hours; the other was arrested. 
Werner was also arrested and sentenced to be 
hanged, but obtained a new trial and the pen- 
alty Was ive@at twenty-one vears in the pen- 
itentiary. 

His friends are now trying to obtain his re- 
lease, claiming his health is in a most precari- 
ous condition, but news was received by your 
correspondent from the prison authoritics — st. 
ting that he is in good health aud that there is 
little chance of a°pardon before the expiration 
of his term. 
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THE GERMAN ARMY BILL, 


Herr Windthorst In Faver of the Trienfiial-- 
Bismarck’s Reply. 

BERLIN, January 12,--The debate on the 
army bill was resumed in thé reichstag today. 
Herr Windthorst again spoke iy faver of the 
triennial, 

Bismarck replied: 

Inthree vears we might be confronted with. al- 
tered circumstances. To be sure, it is also 1m possi 
ble to cxlculiate the position of affairs, seven years 
hence. but during that period the cfiiciency of army 
would be secured and a compromise would be pos- 
sible, In the center party a number of ee 
iit 
will the union last? Isits continuance until the 
next election certain? Atatime when so many 
righis and privileges were granted tothe reichstay 
by the constitution there was no idea that they 
\\ ould lead to such miserable disputes as have now 
aris@n. 

In speaking of the imperial! army, the chan- 
cellor said he had no intention to detract from 
the rights of the federal statesas heads of their 
respectivearmies. Nor, he continued, would 
the government contest the right of the house 
to criticise the bill during the debate on the 
budgets, provided the government’s proposals 
were accepied. Referring to the question of 
the working classes, he declared that the gov- 
ernment did not wish to drag it into the pres- 
ent discussion. He was sure that if called 
upon by the emperor, the workingmen of Ger- 
many would be ready at alltimes to come for- 
ward in defence of the fatherland. 

In concluding, he again assured the house 
that he would notabandon a hair’s breadth of 
the bill, and inust insist upon the full scope of 
the measure. 

The reicistag then adjourned. Dismarek 
hes long daily conferences with the em- 
peror with reference, if is supposed, to the 
position of the reichstag. In government cir- 
cles itis believed that a division on the bill 
will be taken tomorrow. The government 
supporters despair of the passage of the 
measure. 

Ata meeting today of the ultromontaine 
members of the reichstag, it was unanimously 
decided only to vote for the triennate. The 
conviction gains ground that a majority of the 
reichstag will support this decision. 

In the course of his speech today Bismarck 
said he would never have interfered in the 
Caroline islands if he had known that Spain 
would object. He asked Windthorst 
whether he believed Catholic constituencies 
would elect opposition deputies when the cul- 
turkampp was settled and the pope had made 
peace with the German vovernment. 

Hozenclever declared on behalf of the social- 
ists that they would oppose every increase of 
the army. He vehemently criticized the con- 
temptuous manner in which the chancellor re- 
ferred to the Reigchstag, and said that in 
every other parliament in.the] world, a minis- 
ter who so treated the majority would be forc- 
ed to resign. 

The chairman called Hozenclever to order. 
Both Hozenclever and Windthorst repaaached 
Bismarck for his bluat explanation of the 
German and French relations which they said 
would excite instead of calming Frances. Bis- 
marck made no reply. 


BISMARCK’S SPEECH. 


How it Was Received at the European Cap- 
itals. 

VIENNA, January 12.—It is learned from 
semi-official resources that Bismarck’sspeech in 
the reichstag yesterday, meets with a lively 
recognition in government circles, as it is 
thought he is trying to effect an “‘ententa cor- 
diale”’ between the cabinets at St. Petersburg 
and Vienna. 

Paris, January 12.—The sptech of Bismarck 
in the German reichstag yesterday, created a 
deep impression hereand the general opinion 
is that it does not increase the prospects of 
peace. ‘The Matin,in its comments on ihe 
German chanccllor’s utterances, says: 

The account opened in 1870 will never be settled 
as lorg asthe German flag floats over Metz and 
Strasburg. 

The.Temps says: 

sismarck’s speech in the reichstag will produce 
a sipgularly rexnssuring effect in Europe. In re- 
fponse to his declarations that Germany has no 
intention of aitacking Franee, Frauce can deciare 
that she no longer dreams of attacking Germany. 

All the evening papers in Paris, in their in- 
terpretations of the speech, concur in attribut- 
ing pacific intentions to Germany.

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THREE YOUNG GIRLS TORTURE A 
MAN TO DEATH, 


The Most Diabolieal Crime Ever Committed—Three 
Girls Ridein a Sleigh Witha Drunken Man— 
They Throw Him Out And Muatilate Him 
Arrest of the Parties Concerned. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., January 12.—Three girls, 
none of whom is more than twenty years of 
age, are in jail at Lewiston, Mifflin county, 
awaiting trial for one of the most diabolical 
murders that has ever been committed in this 
state. Their names are Delia Corbett, Ella 
Kountzman and Jennie Quay. They attended 
the McAllisterville soldiers’ orphan school. 

On Christmas, John Ackley, a coal miner, 
while under the influence of liquor, took the 
three girls sleigh-riding. A supply of whisky 
was taken in the sleigh; of which Ackley and 
his companions partook freely. The party 
drove through town, and their conduct was 
shameful. Finally Ackley became helplessly 
diunk,and the girls threw him from the 
sleigh, but not before they had inflicted inju- 
ries on his person that can not be mentioned. 
A man named M. Austin carried Ackley intoa 
house, The unfortunate fellow. sut- 
fered the most excruciating pain. He 
lingered a day, and then died. Twesday 
following the horrible affair Della Corbett 
boasted to an acquaiptance of what she had 
done to Ackley. 

To Joseph Lyon she told the same story, 
declaring that Ackley insisted on getting out 
of the sleigh too often, on account of a disease 
he claimed to be suffering from. After they 
threw him out, she said she beat him over the 
head with the butt ofa whip until he let go. 
She said: “We tied him up with our garters 
and dragged him behind until he let go. We 
left him in the snow. If he dies I guess [ll 
buy a black dress and gotothe funeral.” This 
story tolki with the utmost coolness, was 
thickly supplied with oaths and vile expres- 
sions. Ackley had his month's pay in his 
pocket, and the girls are also accused of rob- 
bing him, as the money is missing. A cor- 
oner’s jury returned a verdict that Ackley met 
his death atthe hands of the girls, who will 
be tried on Wednesday next. Ackley was a4 
married man, but had been separated from his 
wife. His father, brothers and sisters bought 
the coftin in which he was} buried, and his five 
small children attended the funeral. 
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GIRLS WHO WENT TO WAR. 


Rosalinds in Blue Who Swaggered and 
Doubtless Swore a Bit. 
\n Old Army surgeon in Chicago Ledger. 

I knew a girl whoat the beginning of the 
war was so filled with patriotism, and so 
weighed down by a sense of duty, so carried 
away by an adventurous impulse that she fol- 
lowed the squad of boys who had enlisted in 
her neighborhood, and «dressing as a boy en- 
listed in the county town. Her friends, dis- 
covering the long hair she had cut from her 
head and the clothing she had thrown off in 
her father’s barn, gave immediate pursuit. As 
they were driving into the city they saw 
walking along the sidewalk smoking a cigar, 
a young fellow who had the same sort .of face 
as the girl they were in pursuitof. They 
stopped and accosted the young fellow, and 
were treated to such a shower of epithets and 
such an exhibition of bravado that they ad- 
mitted their mistake and apolo- 
gized for it. An hour later one of the 
party found the same voung fellow deathly 
sick from smoking a cigar. He called himby 
the girl’s name, and found that after all the 
young fellow who had done such hard swear- 
ing was the girl they were looking for. She 
was taken home, and afterward entered the 
serviceas a hospital nurse. In the last year 
of the war I found her again in men’s cloth- 
ing, crying as only a broken hearted woman 
ean cry Over a light-haired man, shot dead in 
the charge at Resaca. She cared nothing then 
for exposure, and went home in «a widow's 
dress. 

Another girl, I remember, had a pleasanter 
experience. I wasthe examining surgeon at one 
of the recruiting camps early in the war, and 
on one occasion as I passed down the line of a 
company formed in open order for muster and 
inspection, I noticed as the hands were held 
outone set that to my practiced cye belonged 
to a woman. I said nothing at the time, 
but after consultation with the 
colonel had the recruit with the feminine 
hands bronght to headquarters. The bright- 
looking soldier admitted intwo minutes that 
she was a woman, and in two days she was at 
home. A yearafter that I wasat a ballin 
Washington. AsJI stood a little aside from the 
main party, wishing that I was in front with 
the army. a young lady came toward me, 
bowed with exaggerated stiffness, and as she 
straightened up Went through the 
notions of obeving the order: “Eyes 
right.”” She offered me her hand and thanked 
me for something that she supposed that I had 
done and walked away. She was pretty 
enough to bethe belle of the occasion, and I 
saw thatshe took considerable delight in my 
confusion of mind, all of which I understood 
later when | learned that she was my recruit 
with the ladylike hands. She afterward told 
methat she owed mex debt of gratitude for 
stepping in at the right time to break down her 
romantic notions, 
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A BROTHER OF DOLGOROUKI 


Guietly Living in Indian Territory After Es- 
caping From the Siberian Mines, 

st. Lovis, January 12.—A special from Tah- 
leguah, Indian Territory, says: Some time 
ago aman of more than ordinary culture and 
relinement took up his residence iu this city, 
but until yesterday no one thought of question- 
ing him asto bis indentity, when a reporter 
sought an interview with him. He said he 
was a native of Russia, and a brother, of Prin- 
cess Dolgorouki, the wife of the late czar. In 
explanation of his absence from his native land 
and his residence in this out-of the-way corner 
of the world, he said that he had, when a 
young man. been banished from Russia to Si- 
beria on account of his nihilistic proclivities. 
Continuing the narrative of his life he said. 

‘As soon as I was landed in Siberia, I was 
put to work in the mines, about 2,500 feet un- 
der the ground, where I could not see day- 
light. I beg:m at once to plan some means by 
which I could make my escape, and being es- 
pecially educated in the art of engraving, by 
this art accom plished my pur- 
pose. Upon small blocks of stone, I engraved 
characters, till I had the requisite number to 
forge the fac simile of genuine passports. I was 
five years in accomplishing my object. I took 
no one into my confidence. Armed with my 
passport, 1 made my way with great difficulty 
to the sea coast, got aboard a vessel bound for 
China, which country I ultimately reached and 
among these people I remained nine years. 
From there I went to South America, and after 
staying there awhile, not liking that semi-civ- 
ilized country, I sailed for the shores of the 
North American continent. I first touched at 
San Francisco, and after a varied experience, 
drifted here.” 

He says he received letters regularly from 
his sister, the Princess Dolgorouki, who resides 
in France in semi-exile. The reason for this, 
he says, is that her eldest son will soon become 
eligible to the czar’s throne, and for fear of his 
being placed thereon by popular demand, the 
evar has practically, though not officially, ban- 
ished her and her children.

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The kindly face of Granger Victor E. Pioliet, 
beaming with smiles, illuminated the corridor 
ofthe Girard house, yesterday, as he retailed 
reminiscences of Andrew Jackson. vener- 
able“granger had come to Philadelphia to at- 
tend the Jackson dinner of the young demo- 
cratic association at St. George’s hali, and he 
claimed to be the only guest who had been per- 
sonally acquainted with “Old Hickory.” 

“I traveled all the way from Wysex to 
Washington by stage in the cold wiater of '36,” 
said he, “to see old Jackson, and I don’t think 
the old man has ever had justice done him. 
I was twenty-four years old at the time and 
was just beginning to stir around in politics in 
old Bradford. When I arrived at Washington 
I went to the house of representatives and 
met Laporte, the member from our district, 
who expressed surprise at seeing me there and 
wanted to put me in the gallery, but old Andy 
Beaumont, the member from Luzerne, came to 
my rescue and gave me a seat on the floor. 

“Beaumont’s daughter Lizzie was in Wash- 
ington at the time, and asI was kind o’ gone 
on her, I managed to have a pretty good time. 
The next day Old Hickory helda —— 
and Lizzie Beaumont and the old man took me 
to see him. When I was introduced 
to him as a young man from Bradford 
county he gfasped my hand and 
usked me what hecould do for me, I told him 
nothing. that I had only come to Washington 
to see him, nothing more. He then shook my 
hand again and seemed reluctant to let it go, 
remarking that I was the first man during his 
two teims as president who had called on him 
merely to make his acquaintance. 

“He invited me to call on him at the white 
house next day, saying he could afford to give 
precedence to a disinterested admirer, even 
over couvianaien and senators. The next day 
I took a hack from Gausby's hotel, now the 
National, and the man who drove me to the 
white house charged me two dollars and a 
half, and [| had to walk back. When 
I arrived at the white house 
I was ushered into Old Hickorvy's presence. 
and found him reclining in an easy chair and 
smoking a long-stemmed clay pipe. Ile beck- 
oned me to draw achair up close to him and, 
placing his hand tamiliarly upon my kuee, he 
said: ‘Now, tell the truth, isn’t there some- 
thing you want me todo for you? Isaid no, 
that lhad merely called to see him, and that 
my term of yacation would expire in a week, 
when I would have to go back te work on the 
farm. 

“He then leaned confidentially toward me 
and ssid: ‘My term ‘of office will not last_yery 
long now, and I will soon be out of here, hut 
I'm not so poor as many people think I am. 
Now, if there is anything you want that I can 
give vou, just mention it and yeu shall have 
it.’ Itold him there was notbing I wanted. 
He then told me to come and see lim every day 
while I remained in Washington, and you bet 
I did. 

“Old Jackson was a grand old fellow and a 
gocd friend to ihe agriculturalisis. Now, 
there’s Buchanan. He was a good man, but he 
hadn’t the will Old Hiekory had. Buchanan 
thought a great deal of me, and when he was 
secretary of state under Polk, in 47, he otfered 
me the position of private secretary, and when 
he was president he offered mea marshalship. 

“T remember meeting him some time before 
his death, and discussing the rebellion with 
him. Isaid to him then: ‘Buchanan,I have 
always regretted I was not with you to advise 
you in the last days of your administration. 
‘What would you have done” said he. ‘Well,’ 
said J, ‘I would have advised youto hang the 
South Carolina commissioners—every mother’s 
son of them—and try them afterwards.’ He 
looked at me thoughtfully for a few moments, 
and then said: ‘Piollet, you’re a h—] ofa bold 
fellow, and I wish you had been near me dur- 
ing that trying period.’ Why, he would have 
taken my advice. He always took it.” 

‘Mr. Piollet also discussed the tariff question. 
and thought that ifthe republican press ever 
succeeded in convincing the country that the 
democratic party was opposed to protection the 
democratic party would be annibilated. 

“Why, if this democratic congress and this 
democratic president should take the duty off 
of wool,” said he, “every owner of a flock of 
sheep in the country would vote the republican 
ticket. I'ma democrat, but I’m _ protective 
tariff to the backbone, and I think there ought 
to be a duty imposed even on onions.

CAROLINA RAILROAD RATES. 
The Railroad Commission Concludes Its 
Work, 

Cotrvmpia, S. C., January 12.—[Special.}—After 
consultation with the officers of the Richmond and 
Danville system of railroads, the railroad commis- 
sioners have fixed new rates forall of the lines in 
this state belonging to this system.

CONDEMNED CLUVERIUS 


The Scaffold Ready for Hts Execution Next 
Friday. 
From Monday’s Richmond State. 

There isno apprehension upon the part of 
the officials that the condemned man will cheat the 
gallows by taking his own life. Sensational re- 
ports have been circulated to the effect that the 
prisoner will in some way or other obtain poison. 
The latest report of this character is that the pris- 
oner could kill himself with poison that could be 
gotten tohim inacigar. The jail officials seem to 
pay little attention to these reports, because they 
do not believe that Cluverius, withall his iron 
nerve, would die by his own hands. 

The seaflold upon which Cluverius will pay the 
penalty of his crime will be a new one, and not the 
one upon which Charlies Lee and Barbara Miller 
were executed at the Henrico jail. Lt will) be after 
the same pattern as that, except thatthe trap wil! 
-wing to the side instead of fromthe front. The 
cross beam and the upright pieces upon which the 
cross beam rests, are the same that were used in 
the scaffold upon which Charles Lee and Barbara 
Miller were executed. The rest of the timbers, 
including the steps, are new. The condemned 
man will have to make eighteen steps before he 
reaches the platform of the scaffold, which is sev- 
enteen feet fromthe ground. The beam to which 
the rope will be tied is twenty-three feet 
two inches from the ground. The drop 
will he eight feet and the rope that will be used 
will be one made for this special purpose, The 
sca fiold is now standingin the Henrico jail, having 


been put up by Sheriff Southward at the request of 


sergeant Smith. About Wetinesday afternoon it 
wil’ be taken apart and carried to the city jail and 
re-erected. 

The prisoner's father and mother are expected to 
reach the city tomorrow. They come to bid hima 
last farewell. His father has been to sec him once 
or twice, but his mother has never seen him since 
his arrest. She has been in feeble health, and has 
not been able to visit him. Perhaps the prisoner 
will break down when he bids his parents adieu 
forever. He has written many leiters to his mother, 
and the parting between them will surely be affect 
ing.

The Trustees Hold a Very Important M>e 
ing. . , 

The board of trustees of the Orphan's Home 
of the North Georgia conference met yesterday 
afternoon at two o'clock in the steward’s room 
of Trinity church. with Mr. T. M. Merriwe her 
in the chair. 

The meeting was called to consider a propo- 
sition of the Rev. 8. P. Jones, the agent, to re- 
duce the number of members of the board. It 
has teen difficult to get the members of 
the board together heretofore, as 
they have lived in different parts 
of the state. It has occurred to Mr. Jones, 
therefore, that it would be easier to manage the 
home with only three trustees, and these liv- 
ing in the same eity, than with twelve mem- 
bers—the present number, and those scattered, 

over the bounds of the north Georgia confer.

Ati 
these, with the exception of Dr. Jesse Boring, 
voted for a resolution introduced by Dr. Pot- 
ter, asking that the charter of the home be so 
amended as to reduce the number of trastees 
to three, to be nominated by the‘ Revy.S. P. 
Jones, the agent. 

Mr. Jones stated that he Shad already the 
names of the men he wented to act as trus- 
tees, viz: W. A. Gregg, R. A, Hemphill and 
George Muse. These all live in Atlanta and 
near the home, and Mr. Jones thinks with 
their co- oporation he can build such a home 
as the conference ought to have. He proposes 
to build more houses so as to have room for 
all the orphans who will apply. 

The home has already accomplished great 
good, and now starts out with larger hopes and 
prospects than ever before. 

Dr. Potter referred to the great work of the 
agent in paying the aebt that was upon the 
home whea he took charge of it, and also in 
supplying it with needed funds for its appro- 
priate work. It was the sense of the board 
that no other man in the conference could have 
done what Mr. Jones has for the home.

“EVERY BODY FAVORS IT. 


“LARGE” APPROPRIATION SHOULD 


BE MADE TO GRANT PARK. 


Expressions from Representative Citizens -Beasons 
Why the Should Be Given—It Will Be 
a Great Biessiog to the People of At- 
lanta—The People Favor the Park. 


From the Evening Capitol. 

An appropriation of twelve thousand doliars 
has been asked for the L. P. Grant Park. 

The city council is acting for the people of At- 
lanta, and for their benefit the Capitol gives some 
exprersions from representative business men. 
Some twenty-five or thirty men were interviewed, 
and without a single exception all were in favor of 
an appropriation being made. A few of these in- 
terviews are pnblished, and the others are the 
same. 

MAJOR CAMPBELL WALLACE SAYS: 

“In favor of it? Of course lam. In my opinion, 
there ix no greater blessing to the people of Atlanta 
than that park, and the city government would 
not be dcing its full duty if it did not make 
an appropristion, and a very handsome one. I 
know there are other heavy expenses which the fi- 
nance committee has to meet, but nevertheless a 
point should be stretched, and Grant park taken 
care of. The city is about to expend fifty or sixty 
thousand dollars for pure, fresh water, because it is 
needed as a matter of health. What is more essen- 
tial to bealth than a beautiful, well shaded park 
where sickly children and overworked men an 
women can go and breathe fresh, pure air? In my 
opinion, the park is just as important as good wa- 
ter, and if the city can afford to expend fifty thous- 
and dollars on the water works, she can afford to 
ouilay twelve thousand dollars on the park. Yes 
sir; Isay the appropriation should be made, and i 
go still further and say that if the city ¢ harter per- 
mitted it, it would be right to levy a tax to keep up 
the park, and I believe the people would gladly 

ysuch atax. Therefore, as the people are will- 
ing to see money appropriated, their representa- 
tives, the city fathers, should not hesitate to sp yond 
every dollar they canin this direction. I believe 
the approp paca will be made.’ 

MR. E. P, CHAMBERLIN, SAYS: 

“T think the ced should be appropriated. aud 
not only the $12,000 asked for, but every additional 
dollar the |finances of the city will permit of. I 
know the members of the council will say that its 
all yery well for outsiders to talk, but they squeeze 
points and appropriate money in sums like thirty 
thousand dollars, twenty-five thousand dollars, fifty 
thousand dollars, etc., for street paving, w ell boring 
and waterworks improv ements. Now, they can 
just as well stretch another point and give the park 
a}]] the money needed to make it a beautiful and 
attractive place. There is not aman in Atlanta, be 
he poor or rich, but what will be benefitted by the 
park, ard what benefits the people, the ciyy coun. 
cilcannot do wrongto expend money upon. A 
handsome approprintion should be made this year, 
and every yeur to come until the park is as fine as 
aly in the United States. It will be oneof the neat 
east things Atlanta has ever had, and will not only 
add to the health and pleasure of her citizens, but, 
in my opinion, will increase her population and 
her prosperity. By allmeans let the appropriation 
be made. 


HON. HENRY HILLYER, SAYS: 

‘Make the appropriation? Of course they should. 
As to the exact amount that should be given, 
Iam not certain, but will say this: The city 
treasury shows a surplus, and the money should be 
used. It is not the business of city officials to™ave 
money, but to judiciously expend it; and in my 
opinion, there could be no wiser expenditure than 
to make a handsome appropriation to improve and 
beautify Grant park. Atlanta has long neededa 
a fine summer resort, and now the city ‘has an 0 
portunity to have one at a comparatively sma 1 
cost. Two street car lines are already built to the 
ape which are conveniently located so as to 

e easliy approached from any§section of the city. 
Yes, let the appropriation be made and the city will 
be satisfied, and that is all the council need’ care 
about.” 

EX-COUNCILMAN Z. A. RICE, SAYS: 

‘In my opinion, the city’s money could not be 
more wisely expended than touse some oj it to 
improve our city park. As tothe amount, the tin- 
ance committee should give all they can possibly 
spare, A good appropriation now, and a regular 
a2unual one hereafter will, in a short time, have 
the park an ornament to the city. I understand 
seats and shelter are needed to accommodate the 
thousands who visit the park in the summer and, 
of course, it willtake money to make the nee es- 
sary improvements. I say let the city give all she 
can.”’ 

MR. R. H. KNAPP, 
One of the shrewdest and best posted real estate 
men in the city, was approached and asked what 
he thought about the Grant park appropriation, 
and he said : 

“Tn the first place, the park has never cost the 
city ared cent. On the other hand it has so far 
been a source ofrevenue. This statement may at 
first seem a little surprising, but this is how the 
matter stands: Thecity has appropriated a few 
hundred dollars, and two street car lines have 
been built to the park. These car lines have con- 
siderably increased the value of taxable property 
along their routes, and this increase has more thah 
covered the amount of money expended on the 
park by the city. The furtherimprovement ot the 
park will increase the valu¢ of suburban property 
in its neighborhood. Ofcourse 1 am in favor of 
the appropriation being made, and every reasona- 
ble, clear minded man is of the samc opinion. 
The park is just in such a shape that more money 
must be expended on it at once, or the improve- 
ments already made will soon be useless. Let the 
city council make a handsome appropriation this 
year, and they will make a record of which they 
will always have cause to feel proud.”’ 

CAPTAIN JOHN KEELY, 
one of Atlanta’s most lével-headed citizens, says: 

“Tam heart and soul in favorof a large appro- 
priation being made. Why, sir, there never has 
been a greater enterprise started, and none of more 
benefit to the city and its people. Let every dollar 
be appropriated that is asked for, and it should be 
done without any hesitancy. Itis the only place 
tc which a man can go wito his family on sultry 
summer evenings and catch a breath of fresh, pure 
air. A park is essential tothe health of the city, 
and the council could not do otherwise than to 
appropriate all the money for it they can. 

A WELL-KNOWN CAPITALIST, 
who lives in North Atlanta, said: 

“J am in favor of the city making the appropria- 
tion asked for, but for goodness sake don’t use my 
name, as I am supposed -to be leagued azainst all 
improvements in South Atlanta. Grant park is for 
the whole city, and all sections will. be benefited 
alike. In my opinion, no wiser or safer step conld 
he taken by the city fathers than to make the appro- 
priation asked for 

These are the sentiments of ev ery person ap- 
proached by the Capitol, and it is safe to infer that 
po citizen will raise his yoice against the council 
making as large an appropriation for Grant park as 
they possibly can.
